The service area
was once part of the Cherokee tribal lands. These lands were distributed to tribal members as an allotment
for each male tribal member. Tribal members could sale their tribal allotment, if so-desired. In the Atlas
service area, Atlas does not serve any Cherokee community anchor institutions.

In Early March of 2013 I contacted Chuck Hoskin Jr., the District 11 Tribal Council member for Craig
County and asked for a meeting with Chief Baker. After no response, I again contacted Chuck Hoskin Jr.
for a meeting in early December. Again, I received no response. I felt that Chuck Hoskin Jr. was the
council representative for my sérvice area and was whom I.should contact for a meeting with the tribe.
